This new facility came into be- 


ing through the eforts of the 
Hempstead C o u n t y Industrial 
Foundation and the citizens of 
Hempstead County when a Bond 
Issue was passed providing the 
money for the acquisition of the 
land, the materials and construct- 
ion costs of the buildings. Delight 
is repaying the cost of all facili- 
ties at the site through a monthly 


rental plan that will pay out in 
15 years, at which time it will 
become their property. 


The company has recently oc- 


cupied the building and has in- 
stalled a considerable amount of 
new machinery and equipment on 
the ground floor. The Administra- 
tive offices are located on the 
second floor.

This will be a shell egg opera- 


tion handling eggs direct from the 
producers as they come from the 
laying houses. They will be wash- 
ed, cooled, candled, sized and 


packed by a Paige-Detroit pack- 
ing machine, that has a capacity 
of 60 cases per hour. The plant's 
maximum capacity is 10,000 cases 
per week with a 2 shift operation 
and will employ 40 people .it max- 
imum capacity. It will provide 
a much needed service to the 
entire area by providing a place 
for producers to market their 
eggs.
